Associate Justice Brown of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court has announced 
his determination to retire on account 
of failing eyesight. He was seventy 
years old March 2. It is understood 
that his place was offered by the presi- 
dent to Senator Knox, but that the 
latter declined. In this qgnnection. the 
revival of the report that Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller is soon to retire has given 
rise to the talk of Secretary Taft as 
chief justice. It is presumed that the 
president wants men on the bench who 
will sustain rate legislation. 

New York’s Eighty Cent Gas Law. 

The bill fixing the price of gas in 
New York at 80 cents a thousand pass- 
ed the state senate by 44 to 3, and 
Mayor McClellan’s approval was ex- 
pected. 

Hearst Hits at Both Parties. 

In its appeal to the voters of New 
York the Independence league, the new 
organization formed by W. R. Hearst 
and the municipal ownership advo- 
cates, declares that the machines of 
both the old parties have become the 
property and representatives of organ- 
ized monopoly. It purposes to make 
the government represent the will of 
the voters.

Jerome After Insurance Grafters. 

At last, after an interval so long that

ment of the evidence. The grand jury 
asked: for the court’s advice as to 
whether certain acts of insurance offi- 
cials in connection with the payment 
of political contributions were a viola- 
tion of the law. It appears that Jerome 
has divided the various phases of the 
evidence into distinct groups to avoid 
complications. Later the grand jury 
will look into the matter of syndicate 
deals, falsification of books, false re- 
ports, bribery, perjury, etc. The mat- 
ter was referred to Judge O'Sullivan 
of general sessions.

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The Temperance Issue. 


The writer has attended two large 
meetings ‘lately where. the significance 
of the recent election in Maine cities 
jand towns furnished the topic of dis- 
cussion for two very interesting speeclies. 
At the first one the point driven home 
was that the action ins Maine showed 
that the citizens of that state were ce- 
termined to stand by the doctrine of 
prohibition, and thus by their ballots 
sought to impress the Republican party 
that there should be no let up in the 
enforcement of the liquor law. At the 
| other gathering the speaker in no less 
Vigorous language made a very strong 
| case out of the: same subject, in favor 
of more liberal liquor laws, and cited 
the Maine republican overthrow as an 


| tion should be passed this year. 

In one of our local churches, J:ast 
| Sunday, a most excellent gentleman 
| set forth the importance of organized 
work to tight the liquor interests, hav- 
ing as his particular subject the work of 
| the Anti Saloon. League. In one of 
| our neighboring communities at almost 
the same hour there was being formed 
| an organization .to protect the liquor 
| interests, Pro and con, all along the 
| line the battle rages over this particular 
interest, and it sometimes seems as if 
the more the discussion the wider the 
differences between the extremes. 

In no part of the world has the 
| hypocrisy attending the enforcement 
of law been so apparent as in Maine, 
as that state has for the past twenty 
years been dealing with the temper- 
; ance problem. We have no desire to 
| discuss the merits of prohibition or 
license in Maine, but considered solely 
as a glaring example of hypocrisy and 
deceit in law making and law breaking, 
Maine stands in a most unenviable light 
before the world. 

The efforts now making to increase 
the efliciency of the Anti Saloon 
| League in Massachusetts are to be en- 
couraged if that organization shall not 
allow itself to become too intolerant. 
They should be alert in their work for 
| temperance, and active in fighting the 
(establishment of the saloon. They 
| may even be intolerant in this branch 
of their activity, and every citizen who 
| looks upon the evil of intemperance as 
| they do, may wisely give of his time 
| and interest to aid their work. 
1 


But when the saloon is once estab- 
| lished according to ‘law, the citizens’ 
| duty is set by that standard and not by 
| his prejudices. The citizens’ obligation 
| is to grant rights under that law just as 
| freely as he demands rights under 
| other laws which protect his property. 
| Unfortunately there are not lacking 
| indications that the Anti Saloon League 
| is inclined to ignore this side of the 
question. Not in a spirit: of criticism, 
but from a desire to-help. their efti- 
ciency, we urge that they recognize 
that as long as the saloon exists through 
law it has-rights under the law. Proper 
| intolerance with the evils becomes im- 
proper intolerance when it is applied 
to the legally established institution. 
Legislato?s may err in yielding to either 
radical side in dealing with this great 
problem, but their great measure of 
test would much better be justice for 
Lall according to Taw, ~than. favor for 
either particular rabid section inspired 
/ by prejudice and. passion. ~The per- 
of the committee having this 
important work in charge this year at 
the State house, ‘and the character of 
their work, well illustrates the working 
of such a theory. The only requests 
that come for appointments upon the 
committee come from the so-called 
temperance interests, and their requests 
were at once complied with. The 
other appointments include one of the 
| largest property owners in the state, a 
prominent citizen and educator, two 
business men of established reputation, 
and others whose character and stand- 
| ing led-to an almost universal approval 
of the committee. It has long been 
recognized that changing conditions 
have been making new demands upon 
the liquor laws of the state. Some of 
the demands may wisely be gratified, 
, but some others may as wisely be re- 
|) fused. The line of separation is not 
| easy to find, but when it is found’ and 
established by an honest majority, the 
clear duty is to allow for just as honest 
intention on the part of that majority 
as any one might claim for the minor- 
ity. The best kind of a fight for tem- 
perance is a temperate fight.

This Dane estate passed to Elizabeth.

We used to have a “Dane road,” next 
it turned “Curve street” then some new 
fangled street I Cannot identify alas 
among the names in the list. But you 
go past’ George Baker's and keep 
around west of the Ridge and you will 
arrive at the old Thomas Clark place, 
and Stephen Allen's late holding and 
on east to Jameson’s farm the oldest 
of the Dane sites and that is the old 
Dane road, along which were laid out 
his division lots early; the places I name 
all have been worked up by Danes and 
sold out as they left the ‘town.- Moses 
Dane’s daughter Elizabeth held. the 
last of the Dane land I think owned 
by one of the name and I am™-not sure 
it was part of Dane’s grant yet. And- 
over Holts did not seem to help the 
Danes so much as the sturdy grand- 
mothers would lead us to expect, but 
children were dreadfully crowded to- 
gether in those days of small rooms 
and went to the summer land in bands 
when anything visited the settlement.

French Ministry Defeated. 


Following «a debate in the French 


| chamber on the government's applica- 


tion of the law for the taking of 
chureh property inventories Prime 
Minister Rouvier demanded a vote of 
contidence and was: defeated, 273 to 
234. Immediately ,the Rouvier cabinet, 
which had been in office for little over 
a year, resigned. The defeat. was due 
to the  coalition.of the Conservatives 
with the Clericals and Socialists, al- 
though the Clericals opposed the min- 
istry for brutality, while the Socialists 
attacked it for weakness. 

Czar Stands by Promises. 

Following a series of special coun- 
cils at Tsarskoe-Selo over which Czar 
Nicholas presided in person the main 
guarantees of liberty proposed by the 
ezar were duly affirmed. Hereafter no 
law will be effective without the ap- 
proval of the national assembly and 
council of the empire. The council will 
consist of an equal number of appoint- 
ed and elected members taken from 
the clergy, nobility, zemstvos, Acad- 
emy of Science, universities, trades 
and industries. Both houses will have 
power to initiate legislation not affect- 
ing the fundamental laws. Annual ses- 
sions will be convoked and closed by 
imperial decree. The sessions will be 
public. 

Maxim Gorky, the Russian novelist 
and poet, in a letter published in Wil- 
shire’s Magazine says that the elect- 
oral law establishing the douma was a 
farce and that the people refused to 
register almost without exception be- 
cause neither freedom of speech or of 
the assembly was allowed. The autoc- 
racy is protected from attack in the 
douma.

Americans Kill Six Hundred Moros. 
In a two days’ battle between Amer- 
ican forces and a band of hostile 
Moros on Mount Dajo, near Jolo, the 
capital of the Sulu islands, March 6-8, 
the entire band of 600 natives were 
killed, and the American loss was 
eighteen killed and fifty-two wounded. 
The action involved the capture of 
Mount Dajo, a Java cone 2,100 feet 
high, with a crater at its summit, and 
extremely steep. The last 400 feet 
were at an angle of sixty degrees, and 
there were fifty perpendicular ridges 
covered with a growth of timber and 
strongly fortitied and- defended by an 
invisible force of Moros. The artillery 
was lifted by block and tackle a dis- 
tdnce of 300 feet into position on the 
lip of the crater. Generals Wood and 
Bliss were on the field. 

South Sea Islands Devastated. 

A message from the governor of Ta- 
hiti, one of the Society islands, in the 
routhern Pacific, told of a devastating 
tidal wave and cyclone, during which 
hundreds of houses were destroyed in 
Papeite, the_capital. The property loss 
was estimated at $2,000,000.

THE PARISHIONERS. 


The new St. George’s .(Ebenezer) 
}rimitive Methodist. church on Caileton 
street, Methuen. which. was viewed 
with so much‘appreciation Sunday af- 
ternoon by the parishioners, has no du- 
piicate nearer than New York state, 

The church has ever fostered art but 
the ritual of the Primitive Methodists 
is simple and sincere and this has be2n 
steadily kept in mind by the donor. 

The vestibule. which is entered from 
the loggia, opens by heavy cak brass 
clamped doors, directly into the nave. 
She interior is laid out in the shape of 
a Roman cross and as in the exterior 
the ancient and modern, in design and 
furnishing has been combined. The 
most prominent feature of the eccles'- 
ustical furnishing is the organ, with its 
glittering array of nickle plated pipes, 
of a beautiful light wood, hand carved 
in designs of the mythological subjects. 

The lighting has been thoughtfully 
planned not only for the benefit of 
the musician, but so that no, line of 
carving from the height to the floor is 
concealed. The organ loft, choir” and 
pulpit are on a raised diaz 12 feet high, 
facing, the main entrance, which 1s 
reached by a short staircase with beau- 
tifully carved r.iling, which starts at 
either end of the altar _rail,-.'There is 
no central aisle. The dark, moderately 
carved oak pews occupy the centre of 
the nave. They are of medium height 
and stand on a quartered oak floor. 
From the side aisles the pews are en- 
tered under eight arches, four on either 
side, of the same brick as the exterior. 
The floor of the aisles and before the 
altar is of red tile, bordered with white 


“marble. 


A medieval looking brass chain sus- 
pends a brass spheroid’ under eacn 
arch from which spring the opal elec- 
tric light bulbs. .A wainscoting of red 
faced brick four feet high extends 
around the entire chureh. Before a 
Lroad altar step, cushioned in dark red 
plush stands the finest altar rail in 
New England. ‘It,is of quartered oak 
of antique finish, elaborately hand- 
carved in a design of holly berries and 
leaves. Four panels in the outline of 
a shield are carved with Greek letters. 
Those at either end, Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the end, the secon], 
with the Greek word, Christus, Christ, 
The central panel is a particularly in- 
tricate and artistic carving of I. H. S. 
standing for the Latin “Jesu hominum 
salvator,’ Jesus. Savior of men.

The communion table is Carved in. a 
design matching that of the altar rail. | 
Two handsome pulpit chairs, elabor--| 
etely carved »and upholstered in dark | 
red plush are among the most striking | 
of the pulpit furnishings. The tran- 
septs have each a seating capacity of 
about 25 and are excellent y lighted by 
numerous electric light fixtures. 

The pastor's room is reached from 
the right transept and a déor opens 
from it to a staircase leading to the 
pulpit. The pastor’s room is furnished 
with a large writing desk, library ta- 
ble, chiffonier and -several chairs in 
curled maple and the floor is covered 
with an expensive rug. It is lighted 
by several windows. q 

The choir room lies back of the. left 
transept separated from it by the hall 
leading below stairs. The lockers: ant 
other furnishings are of oak and the 
reom is connected with the choir foft 
by a stairway. 

The gallery is reached by a stairway 
on the left of the main entrance, it has 
a seating capacity of 40. The lighting 
is accomplished by a beautiful candela- 
brum brought from an old French cas- 
tle. The design is brass of a cherubim 
blowing a trumpet: this is mounted oa 
a dark oak panel. The seven lights 
are upheld by graceful brass supports. 
The effect is best appreciated from the 
floor of the nave. 

The bellringer’s room is reached by 
the same staircase as the gallery and 
above that is the bell tower. The view 
from the bell tower is proad-and exten- 
sive. and the bells are among the best 
in these parts. The shadow tower con- 
tains two rooms. one above the other, 
well furnished an@ lighted but unas- 
signed to any use as yet. 

Each side of the pulpit is entirely 
latticed with sheets of perforated brass 
which lead to the ventilating shaft. 
The windows of colored glass of a 
monotone tint’ make the lighting 9* 
the church one of the chief attractions 
and the beauty of the ecclesiastical 
furnishing is greatly enhanced by the 
effect. 

The organ pump is driven by a water 
motor. ' In the basement there is a 
large Sunday school room, four class 
rooms, toilet rooms, and the — boiler 
room, The walls are finished in red 
faced brick. The large school room 
has a seating capacity of ‘about 25). 
Lach of the four class rooms will seal 
about 40, making a total seating capac- 
ity in the basement of over 400. The 
basement is lighted by clusters of 
electric lights. 

Costing over $100,000, yet there ts 
nothing in the architecture or interior 
finish of St. George’s in the least sug- 
gesting ostentation. No modern im- 
provement, convenience, 0o- sanitary 
precaution has been omitted, It is ap- 
propriate to the needs of the parish 
und in accordance with the cultivated 
taste of the donor.

NEWBURYPORT SUSPECT WELL 
KNOWN. CROOK. 


The two men who were captured last 
Thursday in the Salisbury 
and who gave their names respectively 
as Thomas Foster and Patrick Shee- 
han, have been identified as weil 
known crooks, pals of, Hayden and 
Dart, the desperate yeggmen captured 
in Lynn. 

Thomas Foster is none other than 
John L. Sullivan of this city, a crook 
well known to the police and who has 
served several terms in prison, and 
his pal is Joseph Patrick. Sheehan, 
who is also familiar with the interior 
architecture of prison buildings. 

In April 1897 a clothing store was 
broken into at Kennebunk, Me., the 
job being done by three young men 
and entrance being effected by prying 
epen the front door with an iron bar. 

A large quantity of clothing and 
gent’s furnishing goods were taken 
from the store and a hunt instituted 
at once for the thieves. The next day 
three boys, trapping musk rats on the 
river bank, saw three young men put- 
ting bundles into a row boat, after 
which they rowed across to the opp9- 
site bank to the Boston and.

BOSTON, March 13—Clark of Mid- 
dlesex offered an order in the senate 
for an investigation into the charges’ 
that the Lowell board of police had 
in the granting of 
lhigyuor licenses by certain brewers and 
wholesalers, and to. report. as to 
whether an act is adVisable providing 
for the appointment ‘of the’ Lowell 
board by the governor. 

When seen in regard to. his order 
Clark said: “I do not know that there 
is any foundation for the rumors 
which have been floating around for 
a long time concerning ficenses in Lo- 
well, 

“LT understand the board of police 
deny that their action has been im- 
properly influenced in any case; and I 
sincerely hope that the investigation 
will. prove that the apprehensions of 
the public are groundless. If they 
are, it is for the interest of the bdé&rd 
that the falsity of the stories be de- 
monstrated. 

“On the other hand, if there is any 
truth whatever in the charges, it oug'it 
to be known to the public. ‘ 

The order was referred to the joint 
committee on rules. It is believed 
that a majority of the committee will 
report against it partly because they 
prefer to have Lowell wash_ its. own. 
linen; and partly because the legisla- 
ture is already behind in its regular 
work, »~" & 

The senate rejected Rep. Teeling’s 
grade-crossing bill. the vote being 2 
to 19.. The onlv senators voting in 
favor of the bill were McLeod of Cam- 
bridge and Mellen of Charlestown. 

This is the bill which would compel 
a definite time to be fixed for the work 
to be completed in any case where the 
grade crossing commission had decid- 
ed that the grade crossing ought ty» 
be abolished.
